Messrs, Grout, Champion ood Adams were about 
leaving Cape ‘Towa, on the bth of July, on their 
way by land towards the county of Dingaan, De, 
Adhims had previous!s visited Gritan’s Town, about 
A miles east of Cape Town, and collected taets 
whieh anthoviged their prasceuting their origiaal plans 
substontialy. Lt is net iaproteede tat these bnethe 
en uety leave their wives at Betieledorp, while thes 
Visit the Chieftain of the meatatine Zrvol ites, and muahe 
arcanlonents far the estaulistimest of the mission, 

An account has been received of the journey of 
the other mission from Cape town to Griquatown, 
635 miles ina north-casterly dneciion, ‘They were 
two months in performing this journey. ‘The test 
lunized miles, for the nvost part, Was through deep 
sind, in waich their cate sullered much for want of 
Brass and water. “Then they wavelled about thirty 
tules through the seep rough gorge of a mountain 
range. Dt requiresd fourteen oxcu to draw one wagon 
throgel this formidable mountain pass  Afler this 
they crossed tat great buen aphid called the Kare 
rou desert. Ltanay give an idea of the nature of the 
Pout to say, that to perform this journey with tiree: 
Wagons require the use of not less than one hundred 
even. “The members of the mission all enjoyed ere 
cellent health, and were as pleased as ever with their 
prospects, ,

A very large propor- 
tien of the must Hourishing churches were planted di- 
reetly by bim, and many others have sprang ap in the 
fields of his labors, whose existence has an imtimate 
connexion with bis efforts, and the benevalenee of 
these whe sustained him. “Tou or twelve years after 
the coun sment of his labors, afew of the churches 
having acquired sullicieut strength ta sustain amoug 
them the tmstitutions of religion, called pastors. Taree 
of these pastors, ander the plea as is auderstood, that 
in this new country, a more cuergetic form of povern- 
ment Was expedient, formed. the Niagary Presbytery, 
and chimed to oxereive Jurisdiction over almost the 
whole of that portion of the State, whieh hes west of 
the Geuesee river, and where there are three oc four 
Presbyteries. “The churches over which they settled, 
supposing the difference between Con,zregationalists 
ad Presbyterians, was merely acminal, at the mstance 
of their pastors became Presbyterian. ‘The Rev. Mr, 
Speucer was invited to jom the new Presbytery, and
